These generic structures were used substantially as a search term. In the above 
structures, "Cy" is a carbocyclic ring, saturated or unsaturated, non-isolated, carbon-ring 
moiety unrestricted as to the size of the ring. The term "non-isolated" means that it 
allows for additional substituents to be present. Also, "Hy" is a variable that includes any 
group having a heterocyclic group. Compounds having the above cores were not found 
to be taught or suggested in the art and thus, if the claims were as limited, (i.e., 
employing Applicants* variable designations), those claims would be in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 29, 40 and 47 are objected to as being directed to an unreasonable number 
of additional species and should be limited, using Applicants 1 specification as a definition 
guide, to a genus of compounds having at least the above recited cores.
